BKKiiiK, May 9.— The Roicbsun^oiKor 
to-day publishes a long ai'ticlo winning 
GeriiuinB against emigrating to the 
United States, unil giving extracts frimi 
the anmal report of the German society 
of New York, referring to the increase of 
tlio nuniber of immigrants from Italy, 
Russia, Poland, Ireland and Austria, 
with whom, the report adds, the 
educated German mechanics cannot 
coinjieto because they are used to 
higher standards of living. In addition 
German immigrants with capital are 
antioned against investing in land 
whose title, it is said, is often fraudu- 
lent or doubtful or the situation of 
wliich :niikcs it unj)rofitable. Clerks, 
teachers, otlicers, scientists iind female 
teachers esjiccially are advised not to go 
to America, no matter how uiidesirable 
are the conditions at their homes. 

The Emperor William has grown 
stouter lately, havit)g gained lifteon 
pounds, while the iOnipress, who is just 
linishing the Schweninger Banting euro, 
is now much more slender and is ratlier 
pale. Her Majesty has greatly aged 
lately and her hair is quite gr.ay." 

A desree was issued this week remind- 
ing government oflicialB of the order for- 
bidding iigitationa hostile to the policy 
of the government. The issuing of this 
decree is due to the strong suDport 
which many ofiicials, and especially in 
the I'^astern provinces, have given to 
the agritrian candidates for the reichatag 
and diet. 

I'rinco Bismarck, speaking to the 
meinhers of a delegation from Bremen a 
few diiys ago said: " God had ])lanted 
diHcontent in us as a 8|)ur, and we 
must renounce the belief that 
a general state of content will 
ever arise in this world either by Social 
Democracy or in any other way. It is 
impossible we should become nothing 
1)UL idle dogs who would lie under palm 
trees and do nothing but eat the dates 
wliich foil into their mouths." 

The cabinet crisis continues. The un- 
broken series of parliamentary failures 
which the various ministers are meeting 
with in the Reichstag as well as in the 
Diet have shown the Emperor that the 
cabinet will not be able to accomplish 
any leginlation of importanc*.; owing to 
its total lack of influence over the dele- 
nates and the wantof cohesion and solid- 
arity among the ininistei-K. 

Some idea of the situation may lie 
formed when it is known that the" Em- 
peror during the past week said to a 
confidant " It would be better for me to 
fetch the Old Man back again." By the 
"Old Man" His Majesty referred to 
Prince Bismarck. 

The Emperor is still regretting the 
dismissal of Herr Koeller, the Prussian 
minister of the interior, whom he 
speaks of as being -at least a capable 
man. It is jirobable that the mein- 
hers of the iiresent cal)iiiet will 
hold their positions until the fall, as the 
sei^Kioiis of the Diettmd KiMchstag are 
drawiiii: to a clost: and the Emperor has 
a well-tilled programme for the summer, 
which will keep him from lierlin for 
months. In f-i)ite of thin, it is home in 
mind that Ilin .Majesty lia.s expressed 
himself strongly to his eiiloiirage en the 
ahilitv of the cahiiiet, and there ia an 
inipression in court circles that if tlie 
ministerial failures continue he may 
lose his patience and -force the resigna- 
nation of the whole cabinet.

LoNnosr, May 9. — A receiving order 
has been issued against Earl Poulett, 
father of the notorious Viscount Hinton, 
who for years tried to shame the family 
into supporting liiin in idleness by play- 
ing a hand organ in the streets. ' VVIien 
last reported in the newspajKus about a 
year ago, the Viscount was acting as 
showman for a kinetosoope near Leather 
Lane, Holborn. He said that the organ- 
grinding liad permanently crippled hie 
right arm, and that he greatly preferred 
the occupation of showman. The title 
of Baron I'ouletl wan created in 1027, 
when Sir .lol m I'oiilett, an t^arncHt 
Royalist, wan created Jiaron Poulett, 
1 the earldom was created in 170(). 
Thellinloii family estiite covers about 
l.OUO acreelof croiind, manv treasures in- 
cluding a .i;iO,()0U Vandyck, oll'eretl for 
sale at £(),0(X>, the whole" valued at .C,'!,- 
t)0(l,()O(). It is believed that proceedings 
will be taken to prevent the organ- 
grinder Viscount from inheriting the 
heirlooms. 

Lord Durban! sold his collieries from 
which he derived an income of about 
£70,000, to Sir .Tumes Jocey, a wealthy 
north country coal owner, who for years 
had been a gold mine for the Liberal 
party, and in whose interests he repre- 
sents one of the divisions of Durham in 
the House of Commons. Sir .James is 
also iM'incipal proprietor of the Newcas- 
tle Leailer, and is said to have invested 
£0O,00(\in the jiapor. Some time ago he 
})urcha8ed the UIgliam estate from tlie 
Earl of Carlisle, the jiroperty consisting 
of an entire village and a number of 
farms. At tlie time of the purchase the 
transaction was pointed out as being an- 
other instance of the passing of the ter- 
ritorial possessions of feudal owners in- 
to the hands of wealthy men of business. 

The Marquis of Donegal, " hereditary 
high admiral of Lough Neagh." is in the 
bankrupt court, with liabilities estima- 
ted at £619,000. Hia assets thus far are 
£122,000. 



Winnipeg, May 9.— (Speciail)— The 
Conservatives are enthusiastic over the 
success of the mass meeting held here 
last night, addressed by Sir Charles 
Tupper and Hon. Hugh.lohn Macdonald. 
It certainly was the greatest political 
meeting ever held in the West. The 
fact thatover 20,000 words of the speeches 
were sent East by the Canadian Pacific 
Telegraph Company shows the great in- 
terest attached to the meeting in the 
I'jastern provinces. 

To-day Sir Charles held a public re- 
ception at the Hotel Leland, where be 
received a constent string of callers. In 
the afternoon ho was presented with a 
large life-sized oil jiainting by his Mani- 
toba admirers, and made a hujipy speech 
in reply. He also received a deputation 
from the Western Canada Immigration 
Association. 

Col. Prior is here, and occupied a seat 
on the platform at the mass meeting 
last night. , 

Sir Charles Tupper goes East to-mor- 
row and speaks in Montreal next Friday 
or Satnrdiiy. 

A telegram from Dalton McCarthy 
states that he will bo in Winnipeg to 
begin a series of meetings in Manitoba 
on May 25.

' London, May 9.— The South African 
troubles are the talk of the hour, and 
every other subject seems to have almost 
disai)peared for the present from popular 
attention. The announcement of the 
secn^tary of fitate for tlie colones, Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain, that no commis- 
sion of inquiry into the afl'airs of the 
British Chartered South African Com- 
pany would be appointed until after Dr. 
Jameson's trial, which cannot bo 
proceeded with for some lime 
to come, as the hearing of the 
case was adjourned on April 
28 until June 11, and that Cecil 
Rhodes, in the meantime, is to be 
allowed to retain his position as co- 
administrator of the company's terri- 
tory and as a director of the organiza- 
tion, caused great disappointment among 
the Englishmen and others who have 
experienced a feeling of shame and hu- 
miliation at the recent developments at 
Pretoria. 

Mr. Chamberlain, it is understood, 
yielded to the pressure brought to bear 
upon him, and it ia clearly evident that 
the government has decided to shield 
Mr. Rhodes. Thus looming darkly in 
the distance is a scandal of Panama 
canal proportions, and one which may 
wreck the ministry even if it does not 
drag an empire in the mire. 

Important weekly papers here like the 
Spectator, National Observer and the 
Saturday Review, protest against the 
government's leaning toward the Char- 
tered Company after the latter's com- 
plicity in the Jameson raid has 
been established beyond the pos- 
sibility of the faintest doubt. The 
Saturilay Review, for instance, publishes 
six pages devoted to exposing the plot 
against the Transvaal, and as further 
evidence of the guilt of Cecil Rhodes, 
declares that President Kruger has proofs 
that Dr. Jameson, under Rhodes' orders, 
intended to march on Pretoria after the 
capture, of Johannesburg should Lave 
overturned the government. 

A despatch from Buluwayo, dated 
May 8, says Frederick 0. Selous, the 
African explorer, accompanied by 120 
men, has just arrived. Selous accom- 
panied a column of troops which was 
despatched to meet the forces of -Cecil 
Rhodes. The force of Col. Plumer, who 
is at the head of 150 men on horseback 
or with wagon, is expected to arrive 
soon. Sixteen camp fires of iMatabele 
are visible from Buluwayo. hut the 
movements of the enemy still re- 
main an absolute mystery. Whether or 
not Cecil Rhodes is to resign from 
the directorate of the British Chartered 
South Africa Company is producing 
great excitement throughout this sec- 
tion. People hero regard him as neces- 
sary to the progress of the country. 
They also think that the chances that 
the company will be able to make com- 
pensation for recent losses will be im- 
perilled in the event of his resignation. 
A monster petition praying for his re- 
tention will be presented to the govern- 
ment. 

The Berlin correspondent of the Daily 
News says: "TlieXeuste Nachrichten, 
which was marvellously well-informed 
as to the intentions of the Reform 
Transvaal government during the stay in 
Germany of Dr. W. J. Leydes, secretary 
of state of the 'J'ranKvatd, states that 
President Kruger possesses a proclama- 
tion of the reform committee in which 
Charles Leonard signs himself as presi- 
dent and Lionel Phillips state secretary. 
John Hayes Hammonil was to become 
attorney-general. The revolution failed 
because the Johannesburgers could not 
come to terms with Mr. Rhodes. The 
expression, "meeting of sharehold- 
ers." in the cryptogram, referred to 
a meeting projected for January 5 to un- 
furl the British flag. Mr. Rhodes in- 
tended to do the whole thing under the 
Jhitish Hag, because ho was sure of 
sanction for his acts if he succeeded. 
He hoped to become president of a 
United States of South Africa." 

Sir Hercules Robinson, governor of 
Cape Colony, will sail for England on 
May 20 for the purpose of discussing the 
South African situation with Mr. Cham- 
berlain, secretary of state for the 
colonies. 

It is leai-ned at Cairo that the Khalifa 
is forcibly recruiting, and that he has 
sent 100 of his troops to suppress a re- 
bellion in Eordofana. He also de- 
spatched reinforcements to Kassala.

TKE TRANSVAAL RAID. 

Discussion in the Imperial House of Com- 
mons— Speecliea of Sir William Harcourt 

and Mr. Cliuniberlain, 

London, May '.). — Duriiii; the speeches 
of Sir WiUuun Harcourt and Mr. 
Chamberlain in the House of Goiniuons 
yesterday there was such a crowd of 
.peers in the Commons that they were 
unable to obtain seats. The agent in 
London of the Transvaal, Mr. Montague 
White ; Charles Loonard, a lueinber o( 
the reform coiinnilti'c who osc;ii)e(l from 
Johannesburg without triiU, and Evan 
Smith, occupied the speuiul gallery. It 
is long sinc^parliament has been so ani- 
maled or so crowded. 

The Lit)eral leader, Sir William Har- 
court, asked tlie government to make a 
statement regarding the raid into the 
Transvaal. He said the opposition had 
not unduly pressed the government on 
this important matter, but they thouglit 
the time had arrived for the house 
to be informed of the govern- 
ment's intention. Kesponsiblo direc- 
tors of the Chartereil South Africa 
Company at Capetown and Johannes- 
burg were, he said, the authors of the 
raid, and Mr. Jameson was only a Bub- 
lieatenant. The government was re- 
sponsible for the actions of the Chartered 
Company before the nation andtheworld. 
(Applause from the opi)6silion benches.) 
Harcourt analyzed the telegrams that 
passed between Cecil Rhodes, Colonel 
Rhodes, Rutherford Harris, Alfred Beit, 
Lionel Phillips, Dr. Jameson and others 
just before the invasion of the terri- 
tory of tlie South African Republic. Later 
the opposition leader eulogized tlie 
proniptnesi^, doi'iHiun luul courage of the 
Secretary of .State fur the Oolonies, 
Josejih Cliamberlain, and dwelt upon 
the course of the Charteied (A)mj)any, 
declaring itcompromis(,'d Great Britain's 
reputation. Sir WiUiani said he di<l not 
believe that Uei;il Kliodea was aetu.-ted 
by the <lesirfc of gain, but rather by greed 
of power. The speaker a'so reniarke<l 
that he iiad noticed with regret the de- 
terioration of the morals of the English 
press in deaUng with the subject. 

Mr. Chamberlain evidently felt the 
gravity of the position. His speech 
lacked its usual decisive ring, and llie 
tones betrayed an appreciation of the 
delicacy and dithculty of his subject. 
Mr. Chamberlain, in the course of his 
speech, said that recent events reopened 
the whole great South African (juostion, 
which had beiui the grave of many repu- 
tations. SirWilliam Harcourt, lu; added, 
had dealt with only one i)haee of the 
<]ue9tion. His speech was a powerful 
indictment not only of the Chartered 
Couijiany, l)ut of the prisoners at Pre- 
toria and the men undergoing trial in 
England. He (Mr. Ghaml.ierlain) could 
not discuss that part of the allair. He 
could only say he believed that there 
was but one feeling in the hou.«(;, 
namely, the sole object to secure the con- 
demnation of thecryptograin policy. This 
could he obtained without any further 
discussion. There were many interests 
at stake, the developments being 
anxiously and carefully watched by 
foreign nati'in^^. I'ikIct tlic.-e ciicum- 
stunces, in view also of the siLnatiun uf 
the prisoners at Pretoria, there were 
many things which it was undesirable 
to mention at present, which might be 
said in the future. He added: "The 
objectof our policy in South Africa is to 
preserve our position as imramountstate ; 
2nd, to engender union and com:ord be- 
tween the two races there. The recent 
raid je ipardised the lirst and delayed the 
second. The prosperity and happi- 
ness of Soutli Africa are depen<lent 
upon the realization of the Bamestnie 
of things we attained in Ganudu, 
where two races less closely allied than 
the English and Dutch, work, fight and 
live side by 'dde in perfect peace and 
good-will." 

Mr. Ghanil)erlain proceeded to jjoint 
out the Trail ^vaal'8 breaches of the 
conve lion witli England, and said if it 
wus u case of suspicion on one nide, tlu^re 
was cause of suspicion on llii; otiier. In 
conclusion Mr. t.'haiiiborhiin said 
it had been Hui.'geste<l that the 
government sIkjuM issue an tilti- 
matum to President Kruiier, P>iit 
such an ultimatum would certainly 
have been rejected, whicli would have 
led to war. Of course, he added, there 
might be contingencies in which a great 
power would have to face such an alter- 
native. If some of those wild rumors 
attributed to President Kruger had de- 
Bii;nB to break the London convention 
and make an armed attack upon Natal 
had been true, we would then have been 
on the defensive, he ])oiiitedout that the 
government would not take military 
measures to force internal reforms in the 
Transvaal. Mr. Chamberlain denied 
that Governor Sir Hercules Robinson 
had been recalled from his post. He 
asserted that the latter lioped to return 
to Sonth Africa to complete his work 
there, after conferring with the govern- 
ment.

Court Martini on the Men Captured on the 
■' Competitor"— Movements of 
the " Bermuda." 

M.^Diiii), jNIay D. — According to the 
Spanish offleittl figures, the Cuban in- 
surgent casualties irom the beginning of 

the insurrection on February 24, 1895, 
to December 31, 1895, were: Killed, 26 
chiefs, ]«,PJO men; wounded, 358; pris- 
oners, 4 chiefs, 218 men. During the 
first four months of 1896 there are re- 
ported to have been killed 37 chiefs, 
3,085 men; wouniled, 21) chiefs, 1,018 
men; prisoners, 20 chiefs, !!:>() men, be- 
side 1-1 chiefs and (>7() men >\bociunein 
and surrendered. Tlit! total number of 
luirscs taken from the insurgents is given 
as-!,(i">7. The Spiuiiali oflicial statistics 
admit that the royiil forces have lost in 
killed and those who iiie<l of woniulsor 
disease, !! generals, 20 field ofhcers, L'72 
oHicers and 4,802 men up to the end of 
March, 1806, which does not include 
the heavy casualties in April. 

Washington, May 9, — The proceed- 
ings of the Spanish court martial in the 
case of the men captured on the schooner 
Competitor are being closely followed 
here, and there is fear that unless the 
matter is handled with great dhscrution 
it may result in straining the iircsent 
frieiKily and amicable relations between 
the United .States and .Spain. Strong 
representations Inive been made to the 
state department on the subject, and the 
<lepartment certainly will not fail to iii- 
terveiu? instant ly if it should appear that 
all the Americana among the captives 
under trial are not. treated with all the 
privilejies accor-ded by the rules o( civil- 
ized warfare. An i nsisten(-e on this point 
woulil oblige the de()artinent to refuse to 
sanction the eveoiition oi the Americans, 
and, although it is not believed there is 
a disposition to carry the case to ex- 
tremes, there is some danger that the 
Spanish may feel disposed to go further

Our readers have no doubt noticed 
that Sir Charles Tuj>per spoke as plainly 
and as enipbatically on the school ques- 
t ion in Winnipeg as he did in Ottawa 
He did not beat about the bush or hide 
his me&nlng in a cloud of words. He 
did not«leave the least room for anyone 
friend oropoenent, to misunderstand or 
misinterpret him. He told the Winni 
pes; audience what he believed to be the 
truth, not wailinj; apparently to consid- 
er whether it palatal)le or unpalat- 
able to those who heard him. Sir Charles 
has always the courage of his opinions 
And it is evident that his honesty 
and his plu(!k were noticed and admired 
Our Win.'iipeg correspondent tells us 
that the Premier's speech was well re 
ceived, and that yesterday large nuui 
hers of his admirers and supporters 
called upon him, no doubt to express 
their approval of what he had said the 
evening before. It is significant that 
the Premier's first campaign address 
was delivered in the city in which it is 
supposed that the opposition to his 
policy is most intense and most bitter. 
It is not without reason that Sir Charles 
has been called the War Horse of Cum- 
berland. He is indeed a statesman 
whose courage and whoso energy are un- 
bounded. 



NOT AN ANSWER. 

The Times tries to make its readers 
believe that Sir Donald Smith said that 
Mr. Laurier has Ijoen as " frank, open 
and honest in lii.s inditical ntturanciis " 
as Sir Clmrk'.i 'riii)pi-M-. Sir Donalil 
Smith said nothing of the kind, lie 
was, in fact, never asked to institute 
such a comparison. He merely said 
that he considered Mr. Laurier an hon- 
orable man who was as anxious as any- 
body that the school (iiiestion should be 
settled, and who would have been only 
too williny tu help the coinniisaioners 
wlien they went to Winnipeg. Tlii.H was 
Sir Donald's opinion, ile may have 
been right or he may have been, as we 
believe he was, altogether, too charit' 
able in his judgment of Mr. Laurier 
What we asked for wns a statement 
as to a matter of fact. "Can," we said, 
" any man in Canada, whether he is Con- 
servative or Liberal, Protestant or Catli- 
olic, with truth and sincerity aay that 
the Hon. Mr. Laurier ia equally frank, 
open and honest in hia utterances on 
political questions" (as Sir Charles Tup- 
per).

Sir Charles Tupper ^is accused in the 
Grit Weekly of making a false state- 
ment when he say^ in hia addreaa: 
" The Liberal party has declared for free 
trade as it is in England, but always- as 
removing every vestige of protection.'' 
There are hundreds in this city wlio 
heard the leader of the i^iberal party 
declare that free trade as it is in l^ng- 
land is his "ideal," and the Liberal 
Platform contains the following i)ara- 
graph : 

" We denounce the principle of pro- 
tection as radically unsound, and unjust 
to the masses of tlie people, and we de- 
clare our conviction that any tarill' 
changes based on that principle must 
fail to afford any substantial relief from 
the burdens under which the country 
labors." 

It ia not diflicult to see that in a tarill" 
framed according to this profession of 
Grit faith, not a vestige of protection 
could he discerned. 

Sir Charles Tupper must have adhered 
very closely to facta when even a carping 
Grit opponent could not find in his 
aildress even a trifling deviation from 
tlie truth. 



PERSISTENT LYING. 

One of the Smart Alecs o'f the Grit 
party in the Grit Weekly says: "This 
tlelil)erato denial of cabinet rank to Jlr. 
Prior places him in a very jieculiar j)osi- 
tion as regards his constituents." Mr. 
Prior /ta«been accorded " cabinet rank," 
he has taken his seat in the cabinet and 
he has exercised the powers of a cabinet 
minister. His right to tlie position has 
not been questioned in the House of 
Commons or out of it by any public man 
who has a reputation to lose. Irrespon- 
sible scribblers who believe that persist- 
ence in lying will serve an election pur- 
pose deny that Col. Prior ia a 
cabinet minister, but men who re- 
Bjiect themselves, and desire others 
to respect their word, whether written 
or spoken, would scorn to attempt to 
take advantage of electors whose knowl- 
edge of political affairs ia limited, by 
making a statement as impudent aa it is 
false. When the electora of Victoria see 
that Col. Prior'a cabinet rank has been 
recognized by men of both parties in the 
House of Commons during a long session 
in which the debates were more than 
ordinarily bitter, they must see that the 
men in Victoria who declare that he is 
not a cabinet minister are saying what 
they know to be false, are doing what 
they can to deceive them. We cannot 
imagine that the smart Alecs of the Grit 
daily and the Grit weekly are so densely 
ignorant and so ineltahly stupid as not 
to know that wlieii they assert tliat Col, 
Prior has been denied cabinet rank they 
are deliberately, and with intent to de- 
ceive, saying what is utterly false. They 
may, perbaos, believe that lying about a 
political matter is part of their smart- 



A QUEBEC utterance:. 

It has become very apparent that Mr. 

Laurier's double dealing on the school 
question will before long ho c()mi)lylely 
exposed. His jileilge to "restore" 
separate schools to Manitolia, niadu in 
Montreal, is on record, and he gave, in 
the House of Commons, on the 14th of 
Al>ril last, what must have been his 
reason for making that pledge. This is 
what he said, taken from Hansard, page 
():i7i) : 

" Sir, we have in this very matter an 
i'xami)le of hasty and ill-considered leg- 
islation. When the Manitoba act wa.s 
considered in this House of Commons, it 
is a matter of history that tht; intention 
of the Legislature wa.s to put tlu; Roman 
Catholic minority in Maiiitoha on exactly 
the same footing as the Koinari Catholic 
minority in Ontario and the Protestant 
iiuiiority in (Juuliec, that is to say, that 
t,li(!i r sejiarate schools would be beyond 
tlie icucli uf the Legislature of Manitoba, 
that they would be in such a position 
that the Legislature of Manitoba would 
no more touch their schools than the 
Legislature of Ontario can touch the 
sejiarate schorjls of that province, or than 
the I.egishiturc of (Jnebec could touch 
the separate scluKds in that province. 
'I'lieiefore, through hasty legislation, 
thi(Migh ill - considered legislation, 
through iindigcsled li;gislation such as 
we have to-day, the intention of the 
Parliament was not carried out, ^vitll 
the result that the minority have been 
deprived of their si:hools. Is not that 
the case? Tlie Minister of Finance has 
admitted that such was the intention of 
a former Parliament, but the intention 
of Parliament was not carried out. The 
Privy Council by its judgment in the 
I'arr'ett case, decided that the Legislature 
of Manitoba could deal with this ques- 
tion, whereas the intention of Parlia- 
ment liero was tliat it ahould not deal 
with the question." 

It will be remembered that Mr. Laurier 
condemned the remedial bill as a "half- 
hearted measure," consequently tiie bill 
which be will introduce will be wholu- 
hearted from bis pointof view, and tliore- 
fore moro favorable to the minority 
than the one which the obatructicnist 
minority strangled. But Mr. Laurier 
proposes to accomplish his end, namely, 
the reatqratiojFi'Of separate achjadls to the 
Eomari Catholic minority o£' Manitoba, 
by conciliatory means. Our readers aro 
in a i)osition to judge of the likelihood 
of the majority in Manitoba ever volun- j 
to^iljr a^re^ng ito'j ;» ■ prj^poaal .:ii?ade<by I 



Mr"iiiaurie'r,"^or anyone" elae, " txr restore 
the separate acliools which were abolish- 
ed by the Act of 1890. Their refusal 
would of course make remedial legisla- 
tion for Mr. Laurier a necessity, lor 
without such legislation it would be im- 
]io8sible to fulfirthe adlemn promise ho 
made to the electors of the province of 
Quebec. 

CORRECTLY STATJ^D. 

It is not often that American news- 
papers try to get a clear and a correct 
view of Canadian questions. The con- 
sequence is that v/hen they attempt to 
discuss them they often make the most 
grotesque mistakes and arrive at very 
absurd conclusions. The Now York 
Commercial Advertiser's article on " The 
iManitoba School Dispute " is a striking 
exception to the articles in American 
Ijajiers on purely Canadian topics. It 
has incpiired careitiily into the facts 
connected with the dispute and sees 
very clearly the principle involved. It, 
after a short statement of the case, goes 
on to aay : 

Manitoba is jiractically in open re- 
volt against the Dominion Government. 
In ileliberate defiance of decisions by the 
highest jiulicial tribunals that Province 
persists in refusing Konian Catholics 
the right to State-aided schouLq of their 
own. It is true the ruling element in 
Manitoba niaintaiu that these schools in 
the past were little better than nnr.<er- 
ies of ignorance and bigotry, and that 
wiping them out has tended to break 
down the barriers of race and creetl. 
Perhaps these statements are well- 
founded. \\'heth<'r they are or not, 
however, the fact remains that Maiii- [ 
tolia has rebelled agaiiL-it Canadian au- 1 
thority. Her position at present is an- 
alagnun to that of South Carolina during 
the iiullilication episode. 

It is a mistake therefore to look ujion 
the Manitoba school controversy as a 
struggle between Protestantism and 
Catholicism. It is far more serious 
than that. Involved in it is the ques- 
tion'of the very existence of the Cana- 
dian federation itself. If Manitoba ia at 
liberty to decry and defy the supremacy 
of tlie central government in a matter 
concerning public education, why arc 
not Ontario and Quebec at liberty to 
follow her example on some other pro- 
text? Wliere ia Buch a policy to end? 
No one desires to see the people of Mani- 
toba imposed upon. Their demand that 
public money shall not be used to sup- 
port sectarian schools ia undoubtedly a 
sound one. But in disregarding the ex- 
plicit dei:rees of the courts they take a 
stand which is likely to leesen American 
sympathy for their cause. 

In the above passage the main prin- 
ciple involved in the dispute is stated 
with admirable clearness and precision. 
The question is notone between Catholic 
and Protestant, but of good faith in 
carrying out the terms of Confederation. 
Is the federal compact to be faithfully 
carried out, or can it be disregarded 
whenever it suits the whim or the con- 
venience of a province to set at naught 
its provisions?

ATKINS VS. COY. 

The Full Court Holds That Priority of Lo- 
cation Governs If a Mining Claim Is 
liecorcled Within Statutory Limits. 

A judgment of some importance to 
mining men was that delivered yester- 
day by the Full court, consistinu of .his- 
tices jlcCreight, W.alkein and Drake, in 
the appeal of Atkins vs. Coy. This was 
an apiieal by the defendants from a de- 
cision of .ludge Spinks, county court 
judijeof Koolenay. The defendants and 
idaintiffs had each located the same min- 
eral ground, the defendants making the 
l^rior location under the name of the 
Caril.)oo, hut the jilaintiffs recording liret 
under the name of the Rambler, Jjoth 
claims being, however, recoriled within 
the lifteen ilays time limit allowed by 
the statute, .ludge Sjiinks held that in 
disputes relating to mining claims pri- 
ority of record should prevail, and gave 
judgment in favor of the Rambler, which 
the plaintiffs had located after but had 
recorded before the Cariboo was regis- 
tered. From this ju<lgmeiit the iiresent 
appi^al was taken. The Full court al- 
lowed the apjieal with cosis, hokling 
that priority of location governed, pro- 
vided the recording was done within the 
lifteen days allowed by the statute. The 
plaintiffs' counter appeal for a new trial 
as to priority of location was refused, 
but plaintiffs were allowed three months 
in which to proceed to a new trial on 
the question of the genuineness of the 
defendants' claim of title. Mr. W. J.

THE PROHIBITION CASE. 

Authority of the Dominion to Regulate the 
Liqnor Traffic DeOned by H. M. 
Privy Council. 

LoNiioN, Tilay 9. — .Indgniont has been 
rendered by the Imperial Privy Council 
on the Canadian prohibition case. Their 
Lordships answered the questions aepaf- 
ately. They are of the opinion that the 
Ontario legislature bad jurisdiction to 
enact section IS, subject to certain mc- 
eessary qualilications. Its provisions 
are, or will become, inoiierative in any 
district of the province which has al- 
ready adopted or may adopt the second 
part of tho Canada temperance act of 
1876. The order of the Supremo Court 
of Canada is discharged without costs. 

The judgment covers tweuty-o'.ie 
l)rinted pages and is of n highly techni- 
cal character. It was read by Lord Wat- 
Hoii, ami ileals chiefly with the seventh 
question submitted by tlieGovernor-Gen- 
(ji-al which, after an exiiaustivo reviowof 
the Canadian laws for the restriction of 
tho liipior traflic, it luiawera in the af- 
firmative. It is their lordships' opinion 
that the enactment of the Imperial act 
of ISTli would indicate that the exercise 
of legislative power by the i)arlianieiit of 
Canada is strictly confined to m:. tiers 
uiuitiestionably Canadian in interest and 
importance. Aiij' other construction, 
tiiey add, is not only contrary to the in- 
tention of the act, but wouki practically 
destroy autonomy of tho provinces, if it 
w,as once conceded that parliament had 
authority to make laws applicable to the 
whoh; Diiminiun in relation to matters 
which, in each province, are of local in- 
terest. Upon tho assumption that they 
al'io concern the jieace, order and good 
goveniinimt of the Dominion, they are 
hardly subject to be enumei-ated iii sec- 
tion 02. 

Their lordshii)S are liki:wi.'-e of opinion 
that section 112 does not give to the j)ro- 
viiicial legislatures the right to make 
hi'.vs for tho abolition of the licpior 
tratlic. It assigns to them the saloon, 
tavern and other licenses, antl the im- 
position of reasonable conditions upon 
licenses in return for their legislation, 
but it cannot be construed as authorizing 
the abolition of sources of revenue. 
Tho jjarliament of Canada has not 
the power to pass a prohibitory law 
for the province of. Ontario. There- 
fore it has no authority to repeal aii 
act whereof a portion is limited to the 
province. In like manner, tho express 
repeal of the Cana.ia temperance act of 
lS7(i in the case of liquor prohibitions 
adopted by any municipality of the pro- 
vince of Ontario, under sanction of the 
provincial legislature, iloes not ajipear to 
be within the authority of tin; Dominion 
parliament." 

Questions 1, 2, 5 and G are sufhciently 
answered to the opinion of their lord- 
ships on question seven. In answer to 
question three their lordships express 
the opinion that the provincial legisla- 
ture would have jurisdiction if it is 
shown that the manufacture ' is carried 
on under such circumstances as inade 
prohibition merely a local matter in 'tlie 
province. Their lordshiiis answer ques- 
tion four in tlie negative.

ITALY IN AFRICA. 

Evacuation of Abyssinia Impossible- 
Hopes for an Arrangement 
With Menelelc. 

Rome, May 1). — The Mar(]uisdi Kudini, 
the Premier, in a sjieech in the chamber 
to-day endorsed the declarations of Gen- 
eral Kictotti, the minister of war and 
tho Duke of Kormonita, minister 
of foreign allairs, when he 
stated that General Baratieri must 
be tried before a military tribunal and 
deprecated ' the charges made in the 
chamber against tlu> Crispi cabinet as 
being likely to prolong party strife. Ho 
said that the publication in the green 
book relative to Africa hail rendered an 
inquiry unnecessary. The Italian 
blood already shed, he urged, 
rendered evacuation imiiossible. Ho 
asserted, however, tliat he would not 
accept any motion in favor of the ex- 
pansion of Italy's sphere of action in 
Africa, Ho was opposed to tho occupa- 
tion of Adigrat. The Adowa lino, as u 
boundary, lie regarded as inevitably lead- 
ing to a j)rolonged war. In conclusion, 
be explained that if the Italian troops 
di<l not proceed beyond the Marob and 
Beisa line, all cause for conflict between 
Italy and tho Abyssinian king, Mene- 
lek, would be removed.
